tess snid::“None- ever’. ontshone 
Burns in the sorcery of fase'nating 
‘conversations: spontaneous ¢lo- 
quence, and brilliant repartee.” 
She then goes on to describe ‘he 
Almost superhuman beauty. of his 
voice and eyes, those black balls 97 
fire that, electrified all on whom 
they rested., The Duchess of Gor- 
don, queen of Scottish society then. 
the friend of Pitt, and acquainted 
with all the most ‘prilliant men of 
that: time, gaid of Burns: .“No 
man’s conversation ever “cacr 
me so, completely off my fest. 
Professors and learned doctors 
were alike impressed but, alas, 
there remaizs only the reputation 
of that wonderful gift of speech. 
The greatest of all biographies was 
written by a Scotsman about” an 
Englishman, What a pity ‘Burns 
had no Boswell dogging ‘his fovt- 
steps: to preserve for posterity 
that eloquence and wit, especially 
during the one crowded hour of 
glorious life in Edinburgh “when 
the star of Burns’ shone brightest, 
However, gentlemen, we still have 
his poems and my advice-to you is, 
read them (Applause}. - The ig- 
norance of many Scotsmeri a¥eut 
the life and works of Burns is de- 
plorable and disgraceful. Far too 
many of our countrymen have, a 
hearsay, second-hand knowledge 
of the poet and are Burnsites one 
day or rather one night per year— 
to-night’s date.

SHANGHAI HEALTH. 


VALUE OF VACCINATION. 


» The value of vaccination in pre- 
venting gmall-pox is stressed by Dr. 
C. Noel Davis, Commissioner of 
Public Health in Shanghai, in his 
monthly report. He says: : 
The ‘health “of the :community 
during the last month of the year 
continued to be satisfactory, the 
death-rate among both Foreigners 


and Chinese being about normal. 


There was, however, 8 definite 
increase in the number of cases of 
smallpox notified, and if the num- 
ber of deaths from the disease, 
Among foreigners there were al- 
together 18 cases and of these 5 
died. . a 

The history, of vaccination 
among them was as follows:— 

Five, of whom three died, had 
never been vaccinated at all. ‘That 
is a heavy. mortality of 60 per 
cent, whereas in the vaccinated the 
mortality is often Tess than 1 per 


Four, all adults, hed never been 
vaccinated since infancy, and one 
of these died. 

-Five had not. been vaccinated 
within the last three years. 

Three, of whom two | were 
Japanese, had been vaccinated less
